STREET GAR TRAFFIC IMPEDED 


Nonunion W orkers Are Attacks'* and 


Dragged from Cars 
W hile tn 


Their W ay to W o rk— Po­ 


lice Use Clubs Freely. 


Chicago, 
Nov. 
18.— R ioting 
broke 
out with renewed vigor in the garment 
worker«’ strike at various industrial 
centers about town, and the police had 
(heir hands full in checking disturb­ 
ances. 


Shots were fired in a /riot at 1653 
W est 
Twentieth 
street, 
where 
500 
strikers 
attacked 
a 
factory. 
Police 
were called and were attacked by the 
strikers on their arrival 
The officers 
retaliated by discharging their revol­ 
vers at the mob. 
The mob fled, but twenty-six persons 
were arrested. 
One of the biggest riots occurred in 
the downtown district, outside of 336 
Dearborn street, where 
the 
strikers 
gathered in hundreds and attacked the 
nonunion garment workers. 
Five hundred men and women gath­ 
ered at W est Adams and South Hal- 
sted streets, marched south to Jackson 
boulevard, and then east 
jrUst 
the 
many tailoring concerns. 
The strik­ 
ers re«timed their old tactics of blow­ 
ing horns and whistles in front of the 
shops in the hope df inducing the non­ 
union men and womfen to quit work. 
Tw enty 
strikers, 
mostly 
women, 
boarded a Larrabee stret car at Chica­ 
go avenue and, 
recognizing 
several 
nonunion tailor-shop employes, set. up­ 
on them and dragged them from the 
car. 
A panic ensued In this men. women 
and children were trampled upon and 
riot calls were sent to the police. The 
pickets were aided 
by 
300 
striking 
garment 
workers, 
men 
and women, 
M any cars w'erc boarded by pickets. 
The police used their clubs in dis­ 
persing the crowds. 
Many of (he men 
strikers were beaten, suffering contu­ 
sions of the head and face. 
The tactics of the strikers interfered 
with service on the street car line«. 
Officials of the Chicago R ailw ays com­ 
pany, following the receipt 
of 
com­ 
plaints of conductors and motormen, 
appealed to the police to protect their 
lines. 
At Dr. ,J. W ilb u r Chapman’s evangel­ 
ical meetings during the 
day 
thou­ 
sands of circulars presenting a resumo 
of the strikers’ grievances were dis­ 
tributed.

urged by the evangelist.
